The nprwintment of judges is always a ditli 
cult matter, Everybody, in his own opinion, is 
n judge of something ; but the assumption and 
the fact do nut always correspond, tropin are 
in the habit of naiu , in K jutlgos by hearsay ro- 
pnle, without taking care to inauire into the 
real rnpability of the persona. Some, are sup- 
posed to bo man of taste because they have art 
collection* ; others because they are Importers of 
certain goods, are supposed to know something 
of them. In a comparatively aniaU population 
like that of Sydney tt must Its very dirBnntt to 
find men qualified to offera sound opiaion concern- 
ing the comparative merits of sxhi&itB throughout 
eft wide a range as the Exhibition taxes. It IS nnt 
only diHissult to gat men nf knowledge, but men 
who are at tbi) aanu tuns diaaasticiated in 
business from exl Jbitora. Of course the absoute 
snti»f;ic ti'-n cannot be looked for in inch appntnt- 
ments. We mmjt look merely for an approxima- 
tion thereto. Qeuorally those who have retired 
from business, and would be the l»ast judges in 
their awn departments of trade, are abruad ; and 
the choice i* narrowed to tbos* who are in 
busineaa, and cunseqnentty who may be ax- 
hibitora, Groat care has been taken, we an in- 
formed, to aatrnre the right men, Under a louse 
that much of tbe value and stuxnas of the 
Kihibitiou will depend upon the maimer in which 
they perform their dote. The lists have baeu 
carefully inspected, and the invitations are now 
being issued The names will not be annaameod 
st this stage of the proceedings. We refer now 
merely to the judges in what, for want of a better 
distinction is denominated the uotowricullura!

En the dtj 
of Marseilles, whore there are great facilitiei 
for the c.ommnnicatton of ideas *y astociation 
and urgfiiiisatiim, the urifaTOurablc rotes were 
pgiinsl ; while in i*Si thi eitr 

alone gave li.UOt'i votes for the Constitution, 
and none against it." 

We often see in our own elections how tht 
current of political opinion ia rapid!}- changed 
in pnpuleuH places anil a given result brought 
,.i,r,!i! ty agitation, while in the. more scattered 
electorate* men frequently record their votos 
from considerations not purely political It 
nil] be instructive to eompnre the returns, and 
to discover something more of the inner 
workings of the popular mind in tbe 
great rities of France with regard lo 
the Jvritpire. But the account* rendered from 
populous distritta demand scarcely lea* 
attention than the way in which the army 
has esc reined its franchise. Bcurecly any one 
denies that there ia considerable disaatisfuction 
in the army and navy with reference to the 
atnte of thingb at present eiisting in France. 
IV bile at no previous time have the troop* 
returned tnoie than eleven thousand "noes," 
on the Decision of the recent PItbiiciU they 
relumed upwards i of fifty thousand I Thus 
more than one-sixth of the army 
Trillins to join In that V0t« of 



which I he l-lm'rsn* priwn so much. In 
•PltlC of the bairiieks of 1'aris thu numbers 
wire ulnmst cuujttlj divKtert, while in 
olhirs the ' noes" were in the' majority. 
Al hminnir tile "noes" were lriumpdanL, 
but nl Melt (he "ayti" W e to S91:i tu 'JIISD. 
At Anpcrs tlicre wan a siutiliu result, the 
■■ ajes" ln ing about double the number of the 
" t»*a." It appears, also, that filWD artverse 
vutei have been rcifistcred by the Imperial 
H'niee. Thus the il«-tit>n is of serious imi»urL, 
not only as an eiprcssion of opinion on the 
part of civilians, but nl™ becaune of the very 
iimiaims difference of nrnlimcnt which ejtista 
among thone whose duty it will he— if nicei- 
sity sliould unfortunately arisi* — to eafnrco 
(he will of the Stnlc, and maintain 1oe honour 
of the coiuitiy in the field of haftlc 

Tlie immoiJiiilt. cause of this appeal to 
the people ia flic extension of the libertUm 
of I'rnnee by the present liirrms.iH. The 
cleotors were culled upon to expresa their 
upiflioti ooiiccniint; the wisdom of the step 
which ijad been Itiken in Kritnliiui additional 
fic#ilom. The "noes," LherefV.ro, must be 
tuht-n to include various sections of the dis- 
cisntenU.il— ftom men whose Hea, are alto- 
gether revolulionnry lu thorn' who object 
to 'the change in its fulness as loo hirge 
a cnniT?piiin. There will alwayp be sumo 
npji.fcil lo settled gnvernment of anj kind — 
tnrWt'iu spirits who dflight in eaafusun »nd 
niuboeruey. But the mallet lserame pcrsoDil 
Se well as political, and the jseople were tuld. 
tji« they mnst choose between the enlightened 
and progressive government of the EiiTEnoK, 
and revolution. 

The question mi issue is described aa being 
not one of the right to rale— for the establish- 
ment of that right in favour of ihe Kkperob 
anil hia lim ,u descendants is assumed— but of 
the tcrma on which that rule should be exer- 
cised. There are in France politicians who 
object to the mode adopted to ascertain the 
wil of the people; and as these incline to the 
aide of the ''ayes." it is possible that many 
votes wew given wilh mental reservations. 

The result of the Plrbitrilt in regard to 
numbers is what might naturally have been 
expected, so far aa relates to the discrepancies 
lielwera town and country. In all places 
where popular election prevails, and where a 
distinct hrfluc is placed before the people, ii 
is round that victory is not obtained by a 
small mtijorily in c«ch constituency. A can- 
didate or an abstract idea favoured in one 
district would be rejurtcd by a large 
majority in another. It IE", howevrr, always 
a (jri'Bt advantage when on pdminintRilinn 
hns at its hack not only a guod working 
ranjoriry, ;but also an ammrsncc that that 
iPuioriEy represent!* the masses of tbe people, 
and is not made up (no largely of the repre- 
sentatives, of imuli constituencies who ob- 
tained llseir seats by few ndditiunal votes in 
ox rest, of those gained] by their opponents. 

The recent elections Sn Prance show that 
die great body ol KrrnchtnL'n ate opposed 
tti any attempt ui revolution.^ but it is not 
»nsy to judire ol ilie result of the vote a* 
lit ia likely Tn affect the existence of 
mi pretiefll f'iiliiiict. This nlll probably 
*.<«« In known, fur it is said that i new Ad- 
aiininlrntioj] muni slionly be fortnod. The 
hst of names, whenever they shall appear, will 
be signincant . but it i- hard to see how any 
tetrograue step is now possible, or to believe 
that the Em nuns would desire lo taliL' Itack 
In) portion of ihe meiisure of froedom ho ha* 
advanced, and entahlish what is dcMfmated as 
a " purely Imperiolisl E'abinct," 
. The large number of pen>nn9 indicted be- 
fore the Chamber of Accusation for con- 
spiracy against the safety of Ihe State 
Isliowa that, while the Enrtnon^ is willing 
to concede a great measuro' of jsoli- 
tlrnt freedom, he is determined to enforce 
Ihe law and "* ensure respect to the national 
will." Tliia ia In accordance with his pro- 
foasiiinj, for we read that on receiving the 
report uf the /'ici/acirum be thanked the 
nation nnd aaid that ttie object of the 
Ptebitrite was to ratify the constitutional 
terms of the Umpire, It il nsacrted by the 
democracy of France lliat the country ia not 
govvrttex) on true democratic pnriciplci!, 
inasmuch aa the personal govern meui of 
the Emperor is not destroyed. The 
address put forth on the 2nd December last by 
the " Democratic Committee " in France thaws 
how wide ia tho gulf between them and the 
seven millions and a-half who voted " Aye " at 
the recent election to ascertain ihe will of the 
French people. They maintain that the new 
Constitution, the granting of which was the 
•Blue, of the ritbiicitr, hands over tn the 
Empeehb the right which belong! to every 
free people, of reforming its inatilu- 
tiuns at will, while it confers on the 
Executive n ri^ht of appeal, and is 
'* nothing due tlian n permanent menace of 
a coup tt~ elat." But, notwithstanding the 
" teachings of events," notwithsuuiding heavy 
tuxes, conscriptions, and contingents, the 
Empire bu voted "yes." The people of 
France preferred to believe in the •tatemcnt 
put forward by the " Central CoaunUtee of the 
PUburUe of 1 870 "—when they said " liberty 
and Revolution are face to face. Both have 
displayed thfiir lines of battle upon their flags, 
Upon the flag of Liberty it written 'Aye:' 
upon the nag of Revolution is written ' No.' " 

Tiilile nre. or were, before the British Par- 
liament two Elementary Education Dills. To 
one of these, a copy of which ia before us, wc 
intend to devote a Utile attention, It bears 
the name* of Mr, Wjllixm EjjwanD Fohsti:* 
and Mt. Secretary Bbbc*, and may be re- 
garded as the favourite of the Held, 

This hill appears to be designed to establish 
an Education Department, responsible to Par- 
liament, and through this department to supply 
the e xitting deficiency of school accommoda- 
tion in all the districts or parishes that may 
be recognised for the purpoBe. In this cuae 
the Committee of the Privy Council on Educa- 
tion turns up under a new denomination, 
the " Lords 11 of this body forming 
the Education Department. Tliis trans- 
formation having beau effected by the ac- 
ceptance of Mr. FbaSTKB-'s measures by both 
Houses, the new department will be em- 
powered to set about an inquiry into the 
school pre-vision of each school district, tbe 
nature of the school district being act forth in 
the bill. In the mettupolis the school dis- 
tricts are anch as are already established wider 
the Poor Law Amendment Act and certain 
others, all boroughs with tho exception of 
Oxford, together with ail parishes not included 
in any aUslricls already named. This inquiry will 
be made on or before January next, ao thai 
by March, at latest, the Education authorities 
will have a full view of the scholastic state of 
the country. The returns they will receive 
will fuinush precise information uf all ele- 
mentary schoul accommodation, whether 
private, or public, in every portion of the 
country ; and il will be tbe duty of the 
snt, on th* basis uf tome previously 
standard, to determine what suol.le-

it is pmrided that after the Lu* nay uf 
iFvfareh, IS?", no pjant of money shall be made 
po any school which Is not a public elementary 
pchool, andr for such grant be made it 
" ill not be note wary that the school shall be 
fn connexion with auy rehgaau* denonuBation, 
that rebgious instruction shall be 
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For the rest, tho aid

to meet a deficiency in the retool fund,

4. Imposing penalties for the breach of any 
by-laws," The penalty shall not eioaed five 
shillings for eath offence \ but it will be 
Considered a sufficient excuse that the 
child is already under efficient instruction, 
or that it has been prevented by sickness 
from attending, or that no public elementary 
school eiiste within one mile, measured 
along the road, from Lhe chilrTt residence 

Heie then we perceive that Mr, FoarsrEA 
designs to make use of the present system, 
as far as it will go, and to supplement it by 
local action, depending upon, and maintained 
bv, local taxation. Parliament will be called 
upon u> do uomething more ; but the pariahesj 
and vestries are lo be called upon to provid* 
for their own wants, the Education Depart- 
ment being instructed lo sco that ihey all 
proceed ir. accordance with one approved plan. 
L Ljcic arc objections certainly to tnis measuro, 
fur the estuUiidinicnt of compulsory education 
ah.iaii the dominance of the Church of England 
over ull other religious deneminations wiU be 
regarded by tome with suspicion, but on the 
Whole it is an udiance, and miiy do in 
bring nuittCB together in what atotild be 
mammon raut-e until better views

order of the day. A* wc have remarked, if 
an account were taken, tko cipendiujrc of ln)ih 
sexes would lw found to be about e^uol fur 
lu juries, and perhaps the heavier proporliiin 
would be discovered ou the si Jo nf the men. 
The ladies at leaM have many excuses for an 
outlay in personal adornment which gentlemen 
could not ratienxlly support, and yet on that 
ground our dandies have entered into 
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ptilitiun with them in a i 
be glad to see tempered 
cretion.

He found, or at 
bust thought hi found, Ihf 1 hones of men, 
animobi, and (eptde*, wilb oyater and comt 
shcllK, all mitigleii logcihci' and petrified inlo 
hard rur*. lie conhi isnly accosut for their 
long there by the netton rif the sea when the 
muMscti nerc siiff and liquid. Hn aaid thni 
l*triaed shiris had been dug up on the tops of 
ihe Alp« and the Apennines, and that keels, 
anchors, snd masts had been fouail among the 
«hi ids or Libya, tin « Kwias moimtain thtrc 
hud been disiovt rnl the petrified bodrea of 
siily mariner*, whn hml been shigywreehed in a 
sluirfl before lie beginning as* (he Kgyplhin 
cbriinology. But unnuiniiered li^cs pre- 
vious to ihnt era tie ocean embraced 
the seeds of nil thing* in one mas* of 
honegtnrouK prutuplasm. Hut before man had 
conic lo the perfection of his being 11 was 
ncccsi-jnj to suppose thai he had existed n* a

When the 
water receded from the land plants and Sowers 
remained. What changes they have since 
undergone are due to the influences of the sun 
and fresh water, being luuriahLil by the rain* 
and rhldetl that walef ttw t-artk. Similar eon- 
formationB are visible in animals. Varieties of 
plumage and forms in bird* have their analo- 
gies in the shape, colour, and disposition of the 
scales of fishes. The (ins of * fl«h are 
arranged like the feat hen in its analogou* bird.
